to prod us in tho ribs to w ake us up.

1 pine Islands and capture or destroy 
th e Spanish 
fle e t, 
In other words, 
they gave him the stereotyped w ar or­ 
der in the phraseology of tile .signal 
' code, which, literally translated, read: 
i “Go ahead aud do the hest you can. 
We give it up.” Collier’s.

Wedding Custom In One Town When 
the Train Is Late. 
A sm all city, which need not be lo­ 
cated more particularly than that It Is 
som ewhere east of Boston, has its own 
peculiar way of speeding the newly 
married on their honeymoon. 
For oue tiling, every one goes to tho 
station to see the couple depart.

The 
departure from tile bride's home la 
m ade in due season to catch the train 
if it is on time. 
The w edding gu ests rush to the sta 
lion, where alt other inhabitants hav 
lug nothing better to do have assent 
bled already.

The carriage bearing the newly m ar 
ried pair is draw n tty white horses and 
decorated with white ribbons. 
Custom 
dem ands this. and no one has yet had 
the tem erity to do otherwise. 
The carriage arrives at the station, 
and It is learned that the train is so 
many m inutes or so many hours late. 
Csnally the m easure is In hours. 
The carriage doesu’t walt. 
It goes 
parading. It drives around and around 
a prescribed route, from every point of 
which the driver can get due notice of 
the approach o f the train. 
The crowd rem ains patiently at the 
station. Other < urious persons station 
them selves at points along the route 
Just to see the wedding coach pass. 
Som etim es two or three carriages, 
draw n by whtte horses and decorated 
in white, sw ing steadily around this 
hymeneal circuit. 
It seem s like an 
endless procession. 
It is not unsual 
for a wedding pair to spend the first 
five hours of their honeymoon ju st rid­ 
ing round and round w aiting for the 
train.
